Again, ihe matter of foreign trade relations is most closely 
interwoven with the whole question of foreign aid which was the 
excuse for the special session. Yet Congress will meet at a time 
when censorship of news of what our State Department has been 
doing in foreign trade relations is the tightest ever recorded in 
any peacetime Am erican episode. 
Our State Department ’ experts 
have been meeting for 
months in Geneva with representatives of twenty-two foreign 
nation*, most of which are Socialistic, under managed economies, 
and largely antagonistic to Am erican concepts and Am erican 
people. 
The meeting wa* called to work out a charter for the so- 
called IT O — the International I rade Organization. 
But it has 
been used for two quite different purposes: first, to write the pro­ 
visions of IT O into trade agreements which will bave the effect 
of treaties, and therefore make the IT O effective even if Congress 
refuses to approve it; and second, to rewrite tariff rates in whole­ 
sale lots. 
It has been announced that, under the lid of absolute censor­ 
ship, 123 trade agreements have been rewritten, slashing tariff 
rates on no fewsr than 45,000 articles in foreign trade, affecting 
two-thirds of the commerce of the affected nations, and in volv­ 
ing virtually all of Am erican production. 
There has been no whisper of real information about the 
nature of these changes. 
Censors, operating under the direct 
authority of the President, have seen to that. 
The entire story will be announced the day after Congress 
meets— on next tuesday. It will come in the form of a forty- 
pound book. 18 inches thick, with 2000 pages— and obviously 
the nature and effect of this mammoth "release" will be largely 
unknown to the members of Congress during the whole time of 
the special session. 
Maneuvering matters in such fashion that Congress must 
answer the questions of foreign aid without any real opportunity 
to find what the President is doing in the allied field of foreign 
trade is, of course, rank, raw and unadulterated politics.
